FOR PORTERVILLE 


PORTERVILLE - A new agriculture-oriented industry, Basic 
Vegetable, will locate at the Porterville Municipal airport, final 
details of arrangement with the city of Porterville passed on Tuesday 


night by the Porterville City council. 


The industry has two other plants in California, its “home” plant 
at Vacaville. Major product is dehydrated onions. 

A multi-million dollar plant is planned on the west side of the 
Porterville airport; several hundred persons will be employed during 
the processing season that will extend from summer through early 
fall; onions for processing are produced on a contract basis with 


farmers. 


Details of immediate and future plans will be discussed at a press 
conference with officials of Basic Vegetable in Porterville today. 

Negotiations with the company have been underway for a 
number of months. Allan Coates, executive vice president and 
industry coordinator for the Porterville chamber of commerce, along 
with city officials, have visited the Vacaville plant and have 
maintained contact with company officials. 

During the past summer, Basic Vegetable compiled temperature 
and humidy records at the airport, since these are important factors 
in plant operation. At least two other locations were under 
consideration, one of them Bakersfield. 

As is the case in dealing with all industry, negotiations were on a 
“hush-hush”’ basis in relation to the news media. 

In so far as Porterville and the southern end of the San Joaquin 
valley is concerned, Basic Vegetable will fit nicely into the 
agricultural and business economy. Maximum labor demand will be 
during summer and early fall, and will be well past its peak when the 


citrus season comes on. 


The new industry will also open the door for a new crop in the 
area - processing unions. These must be grown under exact 
conditions in the lighter, loamy soils, and crop land must be rotated.

boycott, but he did say that 
ultimately he was sure a solution 

could be reached. 
‘“Neither side will be 


compietely satisfied with any’ 
legislation,” Grant- said. “Areas | 
of agreement must be found, 


and neither side will get all that 
it wants.” 
He predicted that the grape 


boycott, and possibly boycott of 


other agricultural commodities, 
will be intensified and escalated 
in the months ahead. 

“I have been told this by 
many boycott leaders 
throughout the united States,” 
Grant said. “Some of these 
leaders have told me that they 
will not obey any laws that are 
passed unless full demands of 
agricultural workers are met.” 

Grant also said that 
previously he had ben led to 
believe that the United Farm 
Workers’ Organizing committee, 
headed by Cesar Chavez, would 
go along with the effort to 
develop fair, middleground 
legislation, but that lately he had 
been told that the committee 
was not now interested in 
compromise legislation. 

Asked to comment on official 
position, David Averbuck, 
attorney for the UFWOC, who 
was present at the board 
meeting, said, “The UFWOC is 
very interested in legislation, but 


will not accept repressive 
legislation, nor will the 
American public.” 


Grant pointed out that 
California’s new United States 
Senator Allan Cranston, is on 
record as favoring the placing of 
agriculture under the National 
Labor Relations act, “which is 
totally unacceptable to 
California farmers.” 

Steinberg commented that he 
has been a close friend of 
Senator Cranston’s for many 
years, “but on this point I must 
disagree with him.” 

During the meeting, Martin J. 
Zaninovich, Delano grape grower 
and spokesman for grape 
growers, said that he is often 


asked why farmers do not agree’ 


to elections to determine 
whether or not their workers 
want union representation. 

“Our answer to this,” he said, 
“is that we cannot deal with a 
union as long as the union, 
figuratively speaking, is pointing 
a gun at our heads. The 
boycott is that gun. 

“We cannot deal with any 
union so long as there are no 
ground rules which will protect 
both workers and employers. 

“We cannot accept inclusion 
of agriculture under the National

Labor Relations act because this 


act was designed especially for 
industry. It does not take into 
account the extreme 
perishability of our crops. 
Strikes at harvest time, or at 
other critical periods in crop 
development, cannot be 
tolerated.” 

Zaninovich pointed out that 
some farmers have indicated 
support for federal collective 
bargaining legislation for farm 
workers if the laws prohibit 
intimidation by _ organizers, 
provide for a separate agency to 
handle farm disputes and 
guarantee against strikes at 
harvest and other critical times. 

“Such legislation would also 
protect the consumers against 
boycotts and other devices 
which would place their food 
supply in the hands of selfish 
interests. 

“The approach via the 
legislative process is positive and 
constructive,’ Zaninovich 
concluded. 

The board heard from 
another Delano grape grower, 
Jack Pandol, but on another 
subject. He discussed the import 
and export problems facing fresh 
fruit producers. 

Pandol pointed out the 
differences in duties in different 
countries and that duties in 
some countries made it 
extremely difficult for United 
States grapes and other fruit to 
compete. 

He brought out that Vietnam 


_is charging a higher duty than 


any other country. The duty is 
300 per cent above cost, he said. 

“A 34-pound chest of grapes 
is wholesaling for. $42,” Pandol 
noted. “‘A single pound sells for 
about $1.50. 

Pandol suggested better 
cooperation with foreign 
countries in establishing 
regulations. ‘We are not an 
island, we must compete with 
the whole world,” he remarked.

For Future Control Of Flood Water 


SACRAMENTO - 
Establishment and maintenance 
of drainage patterns in the San 
Joaquin valley to minimize the 
effect of flooding such as has 
occurred this winter and 
construction of two major flood 
control dams in Madera county 
were among the recommenda- 
tions submitted by Senator 
Howard Way to the U.S. House 
of Representatives 
sub-committee on flood control, 
rivers, harbors and pollution 
which recently held hearings in 
Madera, Sacramento and 
elsewhere in the state. 

“Although I was unable to 
appear in person before the 
committee, I have entered my 
recommendations in writing into 
the committee report,” Senator 
Way said. “All of the seven 
counties I represent in the 15th 
Senatorial district have been 
declared disaster counties. 

“It is obvious that, although 
construction of flood control 
dams on most of the major rivers 
entering the valley prevented 
what could have been a calamity, 
the recent storms have proven 
that much remains to be done in 
flood control in the mountains 
and the valley. 

“] have recommended to the 
committee that all steps be 
taken to provide federal disaster 
money to replace and repair the

Hulett C. Merritt was founder 
of the Tagus ranch when he 
purchased some 3,000 acres 
from J. Goldman and Company 
early in this century. It had 
earlier been called the Stokes 
ranch, devoted mostly to grain. 
Merritt added to the property 
until it totaled 7,200 acres. He 
specialized in hogs and then 
shifted to canning peaches and 
boysenberries. 

Merritt was one of the 
original developers of the Mesabi 
iron mines which at one time 
produced most of the iron ore

“We were unable to recode 
these properties for data 
processing due to the time factor 
involved,’ Matney says. 
Therefore, forms will be sent to 
owners of all properties that are 
residential in nature. After this 
first year we will have records of 

“properties that receive the 
exemption and in the future will 
mail only to those owners. For 
this year many taxpayers will 
receive more than one affidavit. 
Care should be taken to file on 
the current property and on one 
property only, that being their 
principal place of residence.” 

If a person is selling his 
property, the buyer should be 
given the correct forms. If 
property is being purchased on 
contract, the buyer must 


be filed with the assessor or 
“must be postmarked by 4 p.m., 
April 15, 1969. Both forms will 
be mailed in one envelope, thus 
saving the county over $3,000 in 
cost of mailing. The $70 
homeowner tax refund will be 
mailed to homeowners by the 
State controller. The check will 
go to the claimant, and not the | 
holder of the mortgage. 

For 1969, there will be a 
deduction in the assessed value 
of up to $750 on qualifying 
owner-occupied dwellings if the 
owner files an application within 
the prescribed time. A veteran 
cannot claim the veteran 
exemption and the homeowner 
exemption on the same 
property. Properties that were 
rented, vacant or under 
construction and not occupied 
on March Ist are ineligible for 
either claim. Persons who feel 


exemption affidavits for 
veterans, churches and_ other 
non-profit charitable 
organizations. Many of these will 
be mailed to those who filed in 
the past. However, affidavits will 
be available to anyone who 
wishes to file. 

Property statements will also 
be mailed on February 28. All 
affidavits and _ property 
statements should be returned 
promptly to the assessor to 
expedite the early completion of 
the assessment roll, and to allow 
the new valuation notices to be 
‘mailed at an earlier date, giving- 
more time ‘for taxpayers to 
discuss their assessments with 
the assessor or his deputies if 
they so desire, prior to July 1. 
The assessor can make no 
changes in value after the roll is 
turned over to the county 
auditor on July 1.

office now is to vigorously 
enforce the law against cattle - 
and horse - thieves, Bereman 
said. “When we have a case with 
enough evidence for reasonable 
hope of conviction, we go all the 
way - win or lose.” 

Three major points are 
involved in conviction of a cattle 
thief, Bereman pointed out: 1. 
The prosecution must prove that 
the taking of the animal was 
without consent and against the 
will of the owner; 2. Fact that 
the animal was taken must be 
proved; 3. It must be proved 
that at the time of taking the 
thief intended to steal and to 
permanently deprive the owner 
of the animal. ; 

“Burden of proof is on the 
prosecution,” Bereman said, 


basic points beyond a reasonable 
doubt.” 

He also. said that under recent 
Supreme court rulings, it is more 
difficult now to get a confession 
than it was a few years ago.
